We, Jerald C. Seelig and Lawrence M. Henshaw, hereby declare as follows: 



We are the named inventors in the currently pending U.S. patent application serial 
number 10/80,6,636 titled, "GAMING DISPLAY WITH MOVABLE INDICATOR AND 
METHODS OF USE". 

We conceived of and reduced to practice the invention claimed in the above identified 
patent application prior to February 28, 2003. 

Attached Exhibit A comprises copies of attorney time entries for a gaming device in 
accordance with the present invention that was conceived and designed prior to February 28, 
2003. The time entries are dated February 27, 2003 and February 28, 2003. The time entries 
show that the invention was discussed between Mr. Ian F. Burns and one of the inventors, Mr. 
Larry Henshaw, for the purpose of preparing a patent application. 
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Attached Exhibit B comprises a copy of a letter from Mr, Ian Burns, Patent Attorney to 
A.C. Coin and Slot Service Company, the assignee of the present invention. The letter reports 
the details of a meeting between one of the inventors, Mr. Larry Henshaw, and Mr. Ian F. Bums, 
Patent Attorney on February 27, 2003. The letter indicates that several gaming devices that are 
shown in the present invention were disclosed for the purpose of preparing a patent application 
prior to February 28, 2003. 

One of the gaming devices is entitled, "Vacation", and includes a moveable indicator and 
a flat reel or band. Another of the gaming devices is entitled, ''Reel Detectives", and includes a 
bonus device with a magnifying glass. An additional gaming device is entitled, "Publishers 
Clearing House", and includes X-Y worm gears that allow a bonus indicator to move in two 
planes. Each item that is redacted in Exhibit B is for activities unrelated to the present invention. 

Attached Exhibit C comprises copies of attorney time entries showing activities for the 
preparation of a patent application for the present invention. The time entries are dated March 
1 9, 2003, March 28, 2003 and March 28, 2003. The time entries show that the patent application 
was diligently worked on during the period between the effective filing date of the reference to 
Silva and the filing date of the present patent application on March 28, 2003. 

That exhibits A, B and C, which relate to the aforementioned conception and actual 
reduction to practice, correspond to the invention broadly disclosed and claimed in the above- 
mentioned patent application. 

That we continuously and diligently reduced our invention to practice after our 
conception and until the filing of the above identified patent application.
